The Roman Catholic church has ac- 
cused the Conimunist-dominated gov- 
ernment of Czechoslovakia of deceit, 
fraud, kidnapping and robbery in what 
is called the fight for “extermination 
of the church of Christ.” | 


The accusation was contained in a 
pastoral letter issued by Archbishop 
Joseph Beran and read by the clergy 
throughout the country. It also told the 
country’s 9,000,000 Roman Catholics 
that their “hour of, trial’.may be at 
hand, 

*Following Archbishop Beran's blis- 
tering indictment of the government, 
Prague church officials reported that 
police were’ ‘cracking’ down on the 
clergy who read the pastoral letter 
which charged that “any re!igious act- 
ivity now is impossible” outside of the 
holding of church services. 

Many priests are being fined and ar- 
rested, the sources said, There was 
no way of telling how many clergy were 
being affected by the police crack- 
down. 

Archbishop Beran has been the cen- 
tre of the church-state controversy 
that has raged in Czechoslovakia since 
the ‘Communists seized power in their 
February 1948 coup. 

The controversy has increased stead. 
‘ly in tempo since then and appears 
to be reaching a climax. The archbish- 
op, now isolated in his palace and 
surrounded by state police, has been 
able to communicate formally with his 
followers only through pastoral letters. 

The basic issue is the same as it 
has been in every country where dom- 
inant Marxism confronts. earnest 
churchmen of whatever creed: free- 
dom of igion versus authoritarian 
state. Organized religion has frequent- 
‘ly offered a rallying point to oppo- 
nents of a totalitarian regime, 

Specifically, the Czech government 
insists on the control of all education 
and says all teaching must be along 
the Marxist-Leninist lines. The Ro- 
man Catholic church, basically opposed 
to Communism, has conducted church 
schools in Czechoslovakia for centuries, 
The government has accused priests of 
serving as spies for “western imperial- 
ists.” 

The pastoral letter commanded com- 
municants to boycott the Communist 
“Catholic Action” movement, the gov-

FOR FRUIT GRADING 

JOHANNESBURG—South African 
and overseas buyers will get better 
graded fruit if An experiment being 
carried out by this country’s decid- 
uous fruit board is successful. 

At present hundreds of graders and 
farmers only guess the quality « of 
fruit before packing, but in future it is 
hoped they will be able to work by 
charts showing the exact. grade of the 
fruit according to its color, The sys- 
tem will also assist graders who suf- 
fer from color blindness. : 

Experiments have been conducted 
during ‘the past 18 months by D. J. 
Dreyer, a senior government fruit in- 
spector, to save thousands of pounds 
of fruit annually by the elimination of 
waste labor, The appearance of fruit 
determines into which grade it will 
fall; but it is extremely difficult to 
describe to packers just what color is 
required. 

The most serious points in any grad 
ing system in South Africa are lack 
of color in grapes, blemish affecting 
the appearance of pears and apples. 
and the picking maturity of peaches 
and plums as judged by color, 

If photographs that have been taken 
for the charts can be produced precis- 
ely, down to the exact original color, 

a big advance will have been made in 
ion decidyous fruit industry to the 
benefit of both grower and consumer. 

According to V. van der Willigen, 
general manager of the fruit boar 
grading defiviencies have caused con- 
siderable loss of money, waste of stor- 
age space and hard work for. fruit 
inspectors. 

“Our grading committees will now 
be in a position to work with tne equiv 
alent of the fruit itself before them. 
They formerly had to reply on their 
memories, which resulted in a large 
| number of different interpretations.”

provincial Rugby Football Union dele- 
gates from the four union cities—Tor-

—decided to adopt the “shovel-pass” 
on a trial basis. 

The purpose is to open up the end 
run play, already among the top thril- 
lers when executed properly. 

The shovel-pass, the rule stipulates, 
must be thrown within a 10-yard zone 
behind the line of scrimmage of the 
offensive team. The ball must be flip- 
ped like a basketball or tossed under- 
hand. It must not be thrown like a 
forward. 

If the ball is fumbled when the pass 
is attempted it automatically pecomes 
a free ball and any player of either 
team” may try to pick it up and run or 
kick it the same as any ucrdinary 
fumble. On an incompleted © forwara 
pass the ball is dead automatically and 
play is called. 

Just what does this mean to an at- 
tacking team? And how will it help 
‘open up the end run? 

Imagine an attacking team going 
into an end run play. The ball carrier 
heads towards the sidelines trying to 
@weep around the end behind his inter 
ference.- His interference fails and he 
becomes surrounded and trapped by 
defending players in a zoné 10 yards 
behind his liné of #crimmage. 

New Pass Comes In 

The trapped man at this point can 
“shovel-pass” the ball forward to a 
man in the clear who also is in that 
10-yard zone. This receiver then is 
free to carry the ball wherever he

Besides this, the advantage also goes 
to the attacking team in that the de- 
fenders now Must be more wary of 
each backfieldef on the attacking club. 

Now, instead of the defenders con- 
centrating mainly on potential for- 
ward-pass receivers and the ball car- 
rier, they also must watch any other 
backfielder who happens to be in, the 
backfield along: with the carrier. This, 
naturally, will reduce numerically the 
number of defenders able to go aftet 
the. ball carrier, giving him more free- 
dom. 

Take the thrill of several players 
scampering around the outside with 
tacklers closing in on all sides as they 
gamble on laterals thrown while trav- 
elling at top speed. Then aad this new 
development of a possibility of the ball 
being tossed forward while plays are 
being executed on split-second timing. 

Garnish the whole deal with the 
4vet-present chance of a fumble and 
it's easy to see that the rule will keep 
most football coaches sleepless trying 
to figure oft new plays and eliminate 
the danger of losing the ball. 

But the fans probably will go for the 
added excitement. And, after all, as 
the football moguls are beginning to 
realize, they are paying the way.
